N ew Mine Destroyer 
Employed In Europe 
Washington, —Details were re­ 
vealed here today by the War De­ 
partment concerning one type of 
the rumored Army “snakes” that 
were used in the European theater 
to cut wires and detonate enemy 
mines ahead of advancing Allied 
forces. The snake cleared a trail 
wide enough for a line of tanks to 
move forward without danger of 
enemy land-mines. 
This type of mine destroyer is a 
long metal trough, 
loaded 
with 
two 
parallel 
linear 
explosive 
charges encased between corrug­ 
ated aluminum plates, bolted to­ 
gether to form a rigid assembly 
which can be towed or pushed by 
a light or medium tank. It is 400 
feet long, 14 inches 
wide, 
five 
inches high, and weighs 
about 
9,000 pounds, approximately half 
of which is its load of high ex­ 
plosives. 
The snake has a 
pear-shaped 
flexible nose that guides it along 
and assures its passage over rough 
land. The nose is flexible enough 
to guide the snake over rocks and 
around trees.

Navy's New Jet 
Plane Planned For 
Carrier Operation 
Washington — A speedy, fast- 
climbing, high-flying new jet-pro­ 
pelled Navy fighting plane, de­ 
signed for carrier operation, 
has 
been announced. It is the first 
Navy plane powered by jet en­ 
gines and designed for use on car­ 
riers, and the first Navy fighter to 
attain a speed over 500 miles an 
hour. It will be known as the FD- 
1 Phantom. 
Power for the Phantom is fur­ 
nished by twin axial-flow West­ 
inghouse turbojet engines built in­ 
to the wing roots. The engines, 
which are of exclusive American 
design, contain no long scoops or 
ducts. 
The 
plane is 
built 
of light 
aluminum alloy, 
polished to a 
glass-like finish, and presents only 
slight resistance to the air it passes 
through. It is a single-seat, low- 
wing monoplane with a wingspan 
of 
approximately 
40 
feet. 
Its 
wings fold electrically, and when 
stored the plane is but 
16 feet 
wide. 
The FD-1 has service ceiling of 
well over seven miles, an extreme­ 
ly high rate of climb, and a range 
of approximately 1,000 miles. The 
olane has now been thoroughly 
flight-tested, and additional planes 
will be delivered soon.

A year ago, Michigan Bell asked the Ingham Cir­ 
cuit Court for relief from an order of the Michi­ 
gan Public Service Commission directing us to 
refund $3,500,000 from 19Ll revenues. That court 
declared the order illegal on the grounds that the 
Commission has no authority to make a retro­ 
active rate reduction. The issue has been taken to 
the Michigan Supreme (x>urt on appeal. 


On December 13, 1945, the Commission issued 
another order directing us to refund $7,000,000 
from 19* t and 1945 revenues and to reduce rates 
for 19 th bv an amount estimated bv the Commis­ 
sion to be S3,500,000. Michigan Bell has now 
asked the Ingham Circuit Court to restrain the 
Commission from enforcing this present order.

gation to protect the sen ice we render the public. 
For the same reason, u e must go to court A G A IN . 


W e can afford no such reduction in our revenues, 
and the same conditions apply to the refund pro­ 
visions of the new order as in the 1944 order, 
previously held illegal. 


Tach utility, the same as each different business, 
has its own individual problems. During the war, 
we gained a large number of telephones, although 
restrictions prevented expansion of facilities to 
meet ordinary civilian needs. W e still are far be­ 
hind the demand for service. 


W e are shy $50,(KIO,OOO of investment in facilities 
needed to serve today’s business the way it should 
be served. This plant already would have been 
built had it not been for the war. Now it must 
be built. But as we add these new investment dol­ 
lars, with no additional revenues from the in­ 
creased investment, our rate of earnings will go 
even lower than the inadequate level to which it 
already has fallen. 


Michigan Bell’s earnings today are a lot lower 
than those of most industries. Our wartime earn­ 
ings were the lowest in history except during the 
depression. Now and in the future, savings from 
lower taxes will be more than offset by the in­ 
creased costs of doing business. Our basic wage 
rates, for example, are up more than IO per cent 


since a year ago and the national pattern of fur­ 
ther wage increases is still a matter of debate. 
Other costs are climbing higher every day. 


Euless conditions not now forseeable improve 
the situation, the Commission's order would re­ 
duce our earnings to the point of impaired credit, 
which, if continued too long, would result 
solvency.

The Power Of Collective 
Bargaining 


You. the public, are quite w ell aware of the extended dispute 
between the Delta County Road Commission versus the County 
Board of Supervisors’ and the Local 328 of the Teamsters. 


Repeated efforts were made to bring about amicable settlement 
through Collective Bargaining, which resulted in a work stop­ 
page on March 6, last. This being due to the adamant attitude 
ol the Road Commission. 


The recommendation of the Board of Supervisors that the Road 
Commission recognize the Employees Union was ignored, and 
so to speak advised that they could not bargain w ith the "A s ­ 
sociation ol Employees’ ” , called the Union. However, another 
answer was also found. The sudden and almost miraculous ap­ 
pearance of a Social Club to meet the sadly neglected needs of 
the Road Employees'. Collective Bargaining and recognition 
suddenly found a patron. To indicate its’ possibilities and to 
show the applicability of law (Attorney Generals' Opinion) we 
quote in part from Highways’ and Byw ays’, published by the 
County Road Association of Michigan, Gratiot County reports, 
“ on June 30th our Association, ‘Social Club’ entered into an 
agreement with our Road Commission, the highlights of which 
are as follows: We represent a m ajority of the Commissions’ 
employees’, therefore, the Commission subscribes to the theory 
of Collective Bargaining, and recognizes and agrees that our 
Association 
shall be the sole bargaining 
agent 
for the Road 
Commission employees’, and the Commission agreed to bargain 
collectively with our association, as sole bargaining agent for 
the Commissions’ employees’. W e also agreed to, a Board of 
Arbitration to handle any disputes not 
solved by the usual 
methods.”
